All the ſea boyled for many 
leagues, the ſmell of the brimſtone was felt by the 
moſt remote of thoſe Iflands : the ſmwake and the 
aſhes filledthe aire; and hid the lightof the Sunne, 
to the admiration of all the inhabitants of thoſe 
I{lands. : 
Before this fire there preceded an carthquake, 
which continued morethag cight dayes, perceived 
inall thoſe ſcas and Iflinds,and with a greater noiſe 
in that of Saint Adchaet ; lo that the inhabitants ter- 
rified, confounded and aſtonifhed, Icſtthey ſhould 
periſh amidft the ruines of the buildings, fledinto 
the fields, where they remained for ſome days,con- 
feſling, tafting , and making proceſſions of blaud, 
and other as of penance as thoſe who feared to 
todie, citherdrowned with the Iflands themſclves, 
orconſumed and burned with another cquall fire. 
Our Lord God was pleaſed that the wind ſhould 
be from the land, for had it beene from ca, it had 
burned all the townes of the neighbouring Iſlands, 
and would have occaſioned another cineration like . 
that which hapned inthoſe parts in the ycar 1630. 
There went many perſons to ſound the depth of 
hat placc,and they have found that it hath of depth 
inthe ſca more than one huncred and fifty fidoms.

His Highres fecct- 
ved intelligence by the parties, which he had ſent 
abroad, that the Imperiall and Bavarian Armies 
with a preat number of Wagons, laden with corne, 
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 nſeale;/and other viRuals, were arrived neare the 
Cloiſter of Shutteren, his Highnes broke up again 
theſame evening with his whole Army,8& marched 
the whole night, till unto the dawning of the day 
co meet them, and on Sunday morning being the 29 
of Tuly or 8 of Aug : lighted upon both the Gene. 
rall Ficld- marſhals, the Duke of Sayclly, and 7obu 
"Count of Goetz with all their forces not tar from 
theaforcſaid Cloyfterof Shutteren neare the Vils 
lage of Frieſenheim, affaulted immediately thceit 
' Sentinels conſiſting! of commanded Horſemen;

thoughc it convenient 8 good to fire x A al 
 Villagein ſeverall places ; both the Eigld-marſhals 
being <cercificd ot the unexpected comming of his 
Hietineſſe, Duke Ber»hard ot Saxory VYrymar and 
his ſuddaine aſſaulc, did beginne _tg'march;in good 
order wit htheir whole Army and Artullerytpon 
an high and very advantageous hill hard by it, and 
toplay ſrom thence with their Canons upon his 
Highnefſe Forces very fiercely and without cea- 
fing, yet being their Canons plaid too high with-

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anſwered by his Highneſle Canons divers times, 
although not fo hercely and ſo often, yet with 


more ctic& ; inthe meine time the Muſqueticrs 
Skirmiſhed one againſt another , inſomuc!) thatthe' - 


ſame forcenoone, onthe Imperiall and Bavarian 
ſide, as they the:nſcives conicls'd above 120. men 


were flaine;btit on lis Highnefle fti'e nor wb veto; 
killed, and about 30 wounded, And although the _ 


Ficnchtroopes, that were there, ſeeing they had fo 
good ſucceſlc inthe beginning, were very cager to 
climbe up the Hill,and ro afſaultthe maine Imperi- 
all Campe, yet his Highneſſc had diſcry'd already, 
that without great danger and loſle, nothing could 
be cff. ted: and therefore found it more conveni= 
ent in his judgement to betake himſclfe into the 
open field hardby,&to put his men into a right Bat. 
taile-array, hoping that the aboveſaid General! 
Ficld-marfhals, would likewiſe reſolve to come 
downe upon his Highnefle ; being promptedto it 
by areport and pencrall rumour of long continu- 
ance that Field-marſhall Goezz. defired much to 
meet the Duke Bernhard upon ſuch tearmes. |

neſle, leaſt they. ſhy id pe < by and affaine 20 their 
end (the CONS A ROY ahd Fereof = 
2 Lam ſack ) 
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ſack) made the more hafte to prevent them z and 
thereupon preſently after 12 of the clogkat noone 
nearthe'Village of Wittenweyer (where his High- 
neſle the laſt yearc had his ſconce and Shipbridge) 
lighted upon the aforeſ.id Generalls , yetthe {aid 
Generalls,baving intclligence before of his comme 
ing, had made themſelves ready in all things and 
therefore gotten the advantage of the ground to 
put their Army in battaile-aray , whereas on the 
other ſide ic fell heavie and troblelome to his High- 
ncflc ro march through a great wood and over a 
ſmall Iland, moates and bridges, which were over- 
grown with thick hedges,which by the help of cer- 
taine x00 menot the Imperiall forces if not totally 
| ſopt, yet for acertaine time might much have hin- 
dred him, butgbeing his Highnefle found there no 
oppoſition , hee put his Artillery and the troopes, 
which he had got over there, at the cad of thea« 
forcſaid wood into Battaglia , and keptthem cloſe 
together, till he had brought overall his forces and 
could giye ina rightorder a full aſſault:whbereupon 
the ſhooting with the Cannons was begua on both 
fides and continued with great cagernefle, inſo- 
much that his Ho ſſc right wing (which was 
lead by Generall Major Twpade#) becaufe the Im- 
pcriall and Bavarian right wing was icle&ed and 
corfiſted of the choiceſt of their forces, as namely 
of the curraſſiers and others; of the belt Regiments, 
was beaten back a great way, and forced to retire 8s 
farreas the reſerve, which was commanded by

Colonell Cangfsky ; and being the ſame ſtood yet 
tomewhat farre behind, the Imperialiſts on their 
fide Rood in hop: that they had got already a great 
victory, but that joy laſted not long, becauſe as 
foone 'as the aforetaid Generall Ma jor F&paaell had 
come within reach of the ſaid Colon« 1| Canofsky, 
they fell on againe with all poſſible ſpeed upon the 
aforcfoid Jett wing, ind putthe ſame fo hard to it; 
that it did as Generail M:jur Tapadell.afore was 
forced to do, to looke for a {ccond. 

In the meane time Colonell Refal' who toge- 
ther with the- Count of N.fſaw and the Baron of 
Pulbns lead Duke Berwh iris ett wing, chaſcd (the 
Savclliſh and Goerziſh right wing without any 
great: reſiſtance - pell mcll into their owne foote 


; forces;and piitfued ſo farre after them, thatthe'Im- 
' periall-party had greit lofle, and'immediatlythere- 


upon a partof their foote Forcts beganne to be-' 
take themſelves to flight : In the meane time the 
reſt ofthe Brigades came very nigh one upon ano- 
ther, and yetthe Impcriall Muſquetiers would nor 
give fire, till Duke Bernhard of Weymar had' 
drawre certaine ſmall rroopes out of his' Army, 
and'{cntthem cloſe upto the Imperiall Muſqueti- 
ers and cauſcd bullets to be changed one with ano- 
ther , - whereupon: the maine' body of the Army 
came one- upon another,' and now this party and 


| thetith'other party was aſſaulted by the horſe men, 


and then ſeconded againe,in which mixrure it came 


lofarrt, that at laft they did beatthe Muſquets one

about another heads, and the Goetziſh attained df 
Duke Bernhards Artilery 3. peeces ſhooting a bul- 
led of 12. pound, andfourc {mall field peeces:; On 
the other (1de Duke Bernhard ot Weymar gotints 
his power allthe Imperiall and Bavarian Canons, 
together with all the Bullets and appurtenances, 
whereupon both ſides made uſe of his enemics-Ca- 
nons, as much as they would,yet with this remark- 
able incquallty, that the Goerzifh being they were 
not provided with fitting bullets for thoſe 7 peeces 
of Ordnance whichthey-had obtained , had bur 
{mall advantageby them, but the Weymariſh con- 
tinually and with a remarkable cfte could ſhoote : 
Now being it laſted ſolong, {o that thoſe chat be- 
longed to the Artillery were-quite tired; a part of 
Duke Beryhards horlemen alighted, and ſupplycd 
the office of the tired Conſtables or Gunners and 
carryed away the praiſe, that they have ſhot Extra- 
ordinary well: Yet notwithſtanding being the Im- 
perialliſts had till freſh ſupply of more Forces, 
which conſiſted of 01d beaten and expert Souldi- 
ers, and found in the Weymariſh the like, they 
fought ſo ſtoutly on both fides that not oneSquz2- 
dro, except it was drawn off by force,did leave the 
ficld, but did fight ſo valiantly one with another, 
that each ſide forthe ſecond time got his enemies 
ground, in ſomuch that the victory was doubtfull 
for five houres together, at laſt they fought onely 
by way of Squadrons and Regiments one againſt 


another , whereof each of them would not leave 
G3 the 
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the held, till it was beaten out of itby maine force, 
till at laſt the Goerziſh and Savclliſb betooke them- 
ſelves toflight by whole troops, and tcll one upon 
anothers baggage, and begun themlclves to pillage 
ther owne; but the Weymarilh followed them clole, 
and chaſed them avay from it, and parted the good 
booty amongſt themſclves, and by chat meanes divi- _ 
ded and ſeperated themiclves fo farre one frgm ano- 
ther, that Duke Bernbardof Weymar could no more 
relye upon his horſemen, bur oncly with the foot for- 
ces, and ſome few troopes of horſe maintained the 
place of fight, and in that place his Highneſſe was 
well and thankfully contented withthis and other vi- 
Rories, which it hadpleaſed God Almighty to grant 


Now when it was come fo farre, thatmany of the 
Commanders wiſhed much joy to his Highneſſe of 
that glorious victory, Gcnerall Major T#padecl was 
urged by his zeale and cagerneſſe to purſue with ſome 
ſmall troops of his men after the fugitivesz. and when 
he had ſent-his troops up and downe, here and there, 
and thovghtto returne backe againe with ſome few 
men. thinking that ne more of the Impetiall and Ba- 
varian troops were at hand : he was met unawares 


by an Imperia!l eroop, which had drawn together 8- 
paine, and thus was carried away priſoner : and necre 

. the ery place of fight, five Imperiall ſquadrons of 
hotſe, and foure of foot, lay yet on a certaine hill,and 

_ a very advantzgious place, which made ſhew, as if 


they would defend themſelves furrher, but as ſoone 
as

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as the maine body of the Wey-mariſh Army came 
ncere unto them, anda blinde alarum was made,they 
pctired immediatly in a great diforder, and fled ro- 
wards Offenburg, where bis Excellence Field-mar- . 
ſhall Geerz himſelfe ſtayed not above halfe an houre, 
bur with fixe wagons loaden with baggage, which of 
all the reſt he had left behinde him there, recired-yet = 
the ſamc nigbt, together withGeneral MajorSknerter, 
Colonell Geyling,Truckmuller, and Reyuach towards 
Overkerk, into the narrow valley, where his Excel- 
lency caulcd divers high Officers which were carried 
away from the place of fight either dead, or dycd by 
the way, to be buricd : 1n the meane time the wayes 
and paſſages over the high mountaincs, (called the 
Knichs) which were ſtopped by cutting downe of 


trecs, he cauſedby the Country pcopleto be opened, 


and thereft of his and the Duke of Savellies troopes, 
as namely 1490 horſe. and goo foot, yetall in a great 
confuſion, to march through the ſaid paſſages into the 
Country of Wirtenberg, and immediately thereupon 
cauſed the ſaid wayes and paſſages to be digged up a- 

gain, and to be ſtopped with cutting downe of trees, 

more then they were afore.time. On the other fide, + 
his Highnefſe Duke Bernhard of Weymar took his 
ledging upon the place of fight amongſt the dead and 
Kay where the cnemy in the beginning ſtood in 
battell aray, and there reſted with joy of his extraor- 
dinary great labour, which hc had that day, becauſe 
he himſelfe in perſon hath brought! up and lead on 
almoſt all the Squadrons and Brigads, and-many 
LO OrES times | 
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times he was in the midſt of the enemies troops, and 
was knowneby many ofthe Imperiall Officers, which, 
called him by his name, and craved quarter of him : 
| burGod Almighty hath proteted his Highneſle fo 
farre, that he had not the leaſt hurt, onely upon his 
armour he had got two ſlaſhes. His Highneſle motto 
inthis hot and bloudy battcll was, Gott wvite ows : or 
in Engliſh, God with w: and amongſt the French and 
other nations then preſcat in the bareell, which could 
not well pronounce the German language, theirmot- 
to was Emanuel. Bucamongft the Goectziſh and Savel. 
liſh, they called Ferdinandas : the vitory confiſted 
in theſe points. 1 That his Highneils Duke Berward 
of Saxon Weymar recovered againe not onely all his 
Canons, which the Imperialiſts dvring che battell- 
had taken from him, but alſo taken from them all 
theirs, as many as they had about them, namely,two 
Demi- Cannons, two great beavy picces, which they 
call Bochlers,whcrofeach did ſhoot z2 5 |,buller,three 
Faulcons; two Falconcts, and foure Ficld-pieces, to- 
gether with all cheir appurtenances, Bullets, Grana- 
does, Gunne-powder and Matches, which conſiſted. 
of a great quantity; as aiſo many wagons loaden with 
all manner of materials: ewo Field. Smiths,and all ne. 
celaries belonging to the ſtare of a well ordered Arti!. 
lery, together wich all the Officers and men belong. 
ing thereunto. 2 That his Highneſfſc hath obrained 
all the viAualsand proviſion wherewtith the City and 
Fore of Bryſack fould have beenerelieved;together 
with a!litFc wagons that belonged thereunto, which

- which were many faire Co:iches, with a very rich 
booty, and eſpeciaily the Zhalncerics and letters of 
both the General! Field. Mirthals. 4 That his High-

were inall ooo in number. 3 That his Highneſfe 


hach caken trom the Guetziſb and Savelliſh, all their 
baggage,naincly 2v0s Wagons and Carts, amongſt 


nelle hath-raken tromithem 89 Standards :nd En- 


ſignes, amongſt which were 7 of Generall Field-Mar- 


ſhall Geerz, his Lits Regiment of Curraſers, which 
are very faire, and embroydered with filver and gold, 


and of other Regiments of Currafhers, were likewiſe 


found- divers ſtandards. 5 That not onely above 


1500 men of the Imperiall and Bavarian Army were 
ſlaincuponthe place of fight, bur alſo a greatnumber 


of them chaſed into the River of Rhine and drowned: 
many ycelded upon diſcretion, and cooke- lerviceun- 
dcr-Duke 8ern»bard of Weymar : many were taken 
ptiſonersz and in a word, this brave Army, which 


confiſted altoggher of the ancient Regiments,at leaſt 


12006 effeive ſtrong,was ſo diminiſhed and diſper+ 
{ed, that:as above ſaid, not above 2500. men of horſe 


and foot, came apgainctotheir Generals, but how mx . 


ny wounded and hurtimen are- amongſt them, is not 
yet knowne, The Imperiall Ficld-Marſhall, Duc de 
Sevelly, was {hot into his backe, and narrowly cſca- 
ped. Colonell Seveſchalis taken priſoner, Colonell 


Menſell, Colonel! Hagſhauſen, Colonell Siles, who. 
commanded the Brifgelliſh : Colonell Stephan 4b - 


bert, who commanded the Tylliſh: and Colonell:de

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| Colonell Limpacb, and as it is generally belceved, 
| Colonell Edelſtert arc (laine : five Lieverenant Colo- 
nels are taken priſoners, and at leaſt fixe or ſeven 
ſlaine. Of Sergeant Majors were but three taken pri- 
foners, but how many of them (as alſo of Captaincs 
of horſe, Capraiscs of foot, Lieverenants, Standard. 
| bearcrs, Ancients, and other under Officers) were 
Nlaine, it is not yet perfeRly knowne, although a great 
number of them arc known, and cafily may be gueſ- 
ſed at by the precedent relation.

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mon Horſemen and Souldicrs, w hoſc-number Wa< 
ſo largely ſupplyed and made up 2gaine by the 
priſoners, that tooke ſervice willingly, that, as 
it was opehly ſcene, the greater. part of his High» 
neſſes Regiments of Foote marched off fram the 
place of fight certaine 100 men ſtronger then they 
were, when they went thither. 

The Impernalliſts in their retreate carryed a- 
way ptiſoners as above ſaid Generall Majar Tups- 
pef, Liemenant Colonell Ru4t of the Vorbutiſh 
Regiment, toure Captaines of Horſe, and three or 
foure Captaines of Foote, together with gertaine 
Lieutenants, Standard bearersand Ancients, which 
within tew daics ſhall bee redeemed againeby ex. 
change. And on his Highneſle ſide in this firſt oc- 
calion hath , beene wounded :moſt dangerouſly, 
Colonell Reteuhas a valiant Souldicr, Lieutenant 
Colonc1l Rhinegrave Toby Lodewick, Lieutenant 
Coloncll Fleckenftein, Major Roſas, Mijor Prefin, 
but now, God bee thanked, they arc all without 
danger of their lives, Colencll ſz, and Colonel! 
Count #344 ttoof Naſſaw have likewiſe becue 
Got, notwithſtanding they did not leave their Of- 
fice, but ſtill kept on Horſeback,and performed 
their ſervice : On. Teucſday following being the 
31 of July bis Highneſle, Duke Bernhard of Wey- 
mar cauſed firſt of all thoſe Souldicrs, which were 
Aaine of his Army , as allo all the Chiefe of the
